THE REVOLUTION IN CHILE. 


Censorship of Telegraph Companies Ren- 
ders News Somewhat Unreliable. 

Nzw York, Jan. 20.—[ Special. The latest 
advices received in this city of the condition 
of affairs in Chile indicate that the revolution 
there has become a very serious affair. The 


Anglo-American Telegraph company an- 


nounces that telegraph communication be- 


tween New York and Chile by way of London, 


Lisbon, and Buenos Ayres is so uncertain that 
messages are accepted by the London teie- 
graph authorities entirely at the risk of the 
senders. The delivery of all messages rests 
with the Chilean Government, and the offi- 
‘cials of the Balmaceda Government, as al- 
ready stated in the London cable dis 

are assuming a censorship of the 
companies to such an extent as to send out 
news which is subsequently contradicted by 
private mail advices, so that the telegraph 
cannot be altogether relied upon in either 
direction. 

Flint & Co. received the following cable to- 
day from their representative in Valparaiso, 
Chile: “Blockade established at Iquique, 
Pisagua, and Caleena. Exchange 206. The 
three named ports are all nitrate ports, and 
the immediate effect of the blockade will be 
to raise the price of that article. 

The down-town merchants having dealings 
with Chile and the west coast of South Amer- 
ica were without any cable advicestoday. It 
could not be determined whether this had 
arisen from the suppression of dispatches or 
from a dearth of news. 


Lonpon, Jan. 20.—The representatives of 


foreign Governments at Santiago de Chile 
have entered formal protests against the 
blockade of Chilean ports by the war vessels 
in possession of the insurgents. 

Panis, Jan. 20.—It is stated in diplomatic 
circles here that the French Government has 
decided to order several French men-of-war 
to rendezvous in Chilean waters.

8 ae 
Sketch of His Career. 


King Kalakaua, whose full name was David 
Laamea Kalakaua, was born Nov. 16, 1836, 
at Honolulu. He wasthe son of High Chief 
Kahann Kapaakea, was of the highest lineage, 
as Kanaka lineage goes, and was more or less 
nearly related to several of the monarchs who 
preceded him upon thethrone of Hawaii. A 
curious story of his infancy is to the effect 
that at his birth, according to ancient Hawaiian 
custom, relatives stood ready to adopt him. 
It was understeod that this honor was to fall 
to Hig» Chieftess Liliha or Mme. Boki, who 
is noted in the history of the country as an 
adept in astrology. Another high chieftess, 
Haahes Kassin, forestalled her, however, and, 
being present at the birth of the future King, 
took him away with her and adopted him. 
Liliha was disappointed and indignant, but 
nevertheless took great interest in the child, 
and, drawing his horoscope, predicted: “ From 
this child the bones of our forefathers will 
have life.” 

Kalakaua’s early education was obtained in 
the royal school founded at Honolulu about 
that time by American missionaries, and in 
that institution he remained from 1840 to 
1849. He was more noted for fun than for 
scholarship, and was strong and pugnacious. 
He acquired a fair education, however, and his 
accomplishments included a good knowledge 
of the English language. At the age of 
14 he began his military studies under Capt. 
Funk, an old Prussian soldier. After ascend- 
ing the throne he translated the German tac- 
tics, with some modifications, into the 
Hawaiian language for the use of his own 
troops. He 1852 he was commissioned as 
Firat Lieutenant in the militia and was also a 
Brevet Captain on the staff of Liholiho, Com- 
mander-in-Chief. 

Under C. C. Harris, afterward Chief-J ustice 


of the Kingdom, Kalakaua began in 1853 the 
study of law. Shortly afterward he became

Liked Luxury and Display. 

During his travels in America and Europe 
he saw much of luxury and display, which he 
endeavored to imitate when he reached home. 
He also took kindly to some fashionable vices. 
The result was an era of extravagance in 
‘Hawaii, the principdl expense falling upon 
Americans and Europeans, none of the large 
planters and taxpayers being natives. Money 
was borrowed in large quantities and squan- 
dered, the Legislature, with a majority of na- 
tives, voted as the King requested, and under 
the Constitution it was easy for Kalakaua to 
have his way in all things. The Cabinet, 
however, although composed of natives, be- 
came frightened in time, and endeavored to 
limit the aggregate loan of the empire, but 
failed and resigned. 

The final result was @ revolution in 1887. 
The white residents of, the islands, through a 
league of which nearly all are members, 
formulated a plan. of action in two parts—a 
protest and the purchase of 1,000 rifles, with 
plenty of ammunétion, Thé protest insisted 
on a pledge that the King should never again, 
directly or indirectly, endeavor to influence 
legislation and a promise that he would re- 
store a large sum of money which he had ac- 
cepted as a bribe from a man who wanted 
exclusive richt to sell opium in the Kingdom. 

Kalakaua endeavored to resist; to succumb 
was to be humiliated, yet to abdicate would 
mean the poorhouse, He asked the repre- 
sentatives of foreign Powers to take charge of 
the Government, but they declined and ad- 
vised him to appoint a new Cabinet and grant 
a new Constitution. The King bowed to the 
inevitable and the new Constitution made it 
impossible for him thereafter to handle the 
public funds and for any one not a property- 
owner to vote fora member of either House 
of the Legislature.

Haven of the Merchants’ Bank, President W.

The intermediate. crib was proposed and 
planned in order that Chicago might have an 
additional water supply before the completion 
of the full four-mile tunnel. That Mr. Feind’s 
estimate of the time at which an addi- 
tional water supply—20,000,000 gallons per 
day—can be obtained from the intermediate 
crib is within the limit will appear from the 
following facts: Mr. Feind yesterday received 
a report from his assistant, Mr. Lydon, say- 
ing that the two six-foot tunnels from the 
shore had progressed to within 3,964 feet of 
the intermediate crib. The average progress 
made on these tunnels recently has been 
about twenty feet per day.

STANFORD'S SCHEME FOR RELIEVING 
THE FARMERS OF THE ARID BELT. 

There is a strip of land east of the Rockies 
and west of the Missouri, from 150 to 
200 miles wide and 1,200 long, where 
the rainfall is not sufficient to allow 
of the profitable, continuous cultivation of the 
soil. This belt extends from north to south 
through the Dakotas, Nebraska, Kansas, 
Oklahoma, and Western Texas. Ignorant of 
the peculiar conditions of this territory, or 
fancying that they were exaggerated, or that 
the climate would change, great numbers of 
venturesome farmers have taken up land there 
and are trying to raise crops on it. 

They have found to their sorrow that there 
are years when insufficient rain falls, other 
years when they get only a scanty fall, and 
others when the supply of water is sufficient 
for fair crop-raising. But, having the land 
and having made improvements on it, and be- 
ing a persistent set of men, clinging to their 
homesteads hopefully, they have made a des- 
perate effort to weary out nature. They have 
borrowed money so they might hold on, and 
they are nearly all in debt. They need more 
money to keep up their fight and they are be- 
coming desperate because they cannot get it. 
They are the bone and sinew of the Farmers’ 
Alliances of the States in which they dwell, 
and they are the ones responsible chiefly for 
the wild financial demands of those organiza- 
tions. There are also many farmers in other 
sections deeply involved in debt. 

Senator Stanford, a candidate for the Presi- 
dency, anxious to win over to himself all the 
discontented: and the desperate debtors and 
the would-be borrowers, has a plan for the 
relief of these poor unfortunate farmers of 
the arid belt which he wants Congress to 
adopt. That if successful it will debauch 
the finances and confiscate hundreds of mill- 
ions does not worry him at all. It is for the 
Government to loan to them “fiat” at 2 per 
cent interest with which they may pay off 
their present mortgages, which draw 7, 8, or 
more per cent, thus enabling them to con- 
tinue their brave but losing battle with 
nature. 

There are one or two points about this 
scheme which do not intèrest the farmers who 
are to do the borrowing so much as they do 
the other people of the country. The execu- 
tion of this project will make the Government 
the holder of an immense mass of second 
mortgages. Jn most instances when the land 
is sold under the hammer to satisfy the claim 
of the prior mortgagee it will not bring enough 
to meet its face. In that case where would 
the Government be? What would its “secu- 
rity ” be worth for the notes it had advanced? 
Ordinarily the United States is a preferred 
creditor, but to make it one in such a case as 
this it would be necessary to change the mort- 
gage laws of the different States. But to do 
that would be to pass laws impairing the 
validity of contracts, and no State can do 
that. 


Is it the desire of Senator Stanford that the 
United States should be left to hold the empty 
bag, as is the case with his Pacific railroad? 
At the beginning the Government was given a 
prior mortgage on his Central road to secure 
its 26 millions of advances, but through the 
persuasive arts of Senator Stanford and others 
Congress was prevailed on to let the Govern- 
ment mortgage be changed from a first into a 
second one, so that now should the first be 
foreclosed there would be nothing left for 
Uncle Sam, as the milked-out road is not 
worth the first lien. It may be that the Sena- 
tor thinks the holding of a large stock of 
worthless second mortgages is a good thing 
for the Government, and that he wishes to in- 
crease that sort of Federal securities. He has 
said nothing to the contrary in his interviews 
or speeches in the Senate. , 

But Senator Stanford may say that 
„flat money issued by the Government will 
be used by these borrowers in paying off their 
first mortgages, so that the United States will 
then have a first lien and be perfecily safe. 
This is feasible, however, only with the con- 
sent of those individuals who at various times 
have loaned these farmers money which was 


just as good as gold or silver. If they are 


willing to take the Stanford fiat irredeemable 
shinplasters in payment, then the United 
States can get first mortgages. But they will 
not—not one of them. They will say to the 
borrower, “The money we let you have was 
as good as gold. “Pay us in the same, as 


| you promised, This stuff you offer is irre- 
deemable and worthless, and we will not 


take it. 

And even if these proposed fiat shinplasters 
are made a legal tender for the payment of 
debts contracted prior to the passage of the 
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loaned by the Government, taking it neither 
for the payment of old debts nor for goods or 
labor, then the stuff will remain in their 
hand lifeless, unfitfor any use, and all they 
can do with it will be to hand it back to the 
Government, saying, We are very much 
obliged, but this avails us nothing. It does 
not go. 

If gold and silver are driven out of circula- 
tion and this flat is used to any extent as 
currency, all the taxes will be paid in it, ana 
the Government will have in the Treasury for 
the purpose of meeting ite obligations only 
some printed rags which nobody will take. It 
will be worse off than was the Jeff Davis Con- 
federate Government durmg the last months 
of the rebellion. 


CANDLER ON THE WORLD'S FAIR. 
I, says the sparrow, 
With my bow and arrow, 
I killed Cock Robin. 

After a somewhat similar fashion Congress- 
man Candler of Massachusetts claims for 
himself the sole credit of writing the report of 
the World’s Fair Committee, filled with ven- 
omous, malicious assaults on the Exposition. 
He says: 

I want to be held entirely responsible for every 
portion of that report. Of course we all consulted 
about it, but I drew the report and am responsible 
for it from beginning to end. 

Most men would disclaim with eagerness 
the responsibility for such a report, which is 
about as long as the President’s message and 
a mere dense forest of words, from the depths 
of which Mr. Candler shoots poisoned arrows 
at. the Exposition as the Central African 
dwarfs shot them at the members of Stanley’s 
expedition. 

One of the great points made is on salaries. 
Says Mr. Candler: 

If we had really wished to be critical in the 
matter of salaries, for instance, the sums paid 
are out of all proportion to usual business 
methods. Secretary Dickinson receives $10.000 a 
yearand appoints zwo assistant secretaries at 
$3,000 each. Now, who is Mr. Dickinson? Have 
you ever heard of him? He must be a pretty im- 
portant man to draw $10,000 a year and have two 
assistants at $3,000 each. Why, Secretary Win- 
dom gets anly $8,000 a year. I understand this 


Mr. Dickinson is a very nice man. He comes 


from Texas, I believe. But James G. Blaine gets 
only $8,000 a r. Does Mr. Dickinson rank with 
James G. e? Perhaps he does, and if the 
House of Representatives thinks so it will in- 
dorse his salary and others like it. 


Perhaps Mr. Dickinson is getting too much 
pay at present. If so, the matter, which is 
not an important one, could have been dis- 
posed of in afew words. It was not worth a 
column. But Mr. Candler dwells on it in 
order to show that Cabinet officers get less. 
The only legitimate conclusion to be drawn, 
however, is that these officers are getting too 
little, Men at the head of railroads, insurance 
companies, big manufacturing establishments, 
etc., get from $15,000 to $50,000 a year. Men 
on whom weigh the tremendous responsibili- 
ties attaching to the office of Judge of the 
United States Supreme Court get $10,000 a 
year and the Chief Justice gets but $10,500. 
The Government gives its representatives, 
at héme and abroad, enough to pay their 
house rent, and the rest of their compensation 
is in honor. The Government should pay its 
Cabinet and other officers more, and then Mr. 
Candler might not be so distressed about Mr. 
Dickinson’s pay. 

The real trouble is that the Secretary is 
getting more than a Congressman, more than 
Mr. Candler himself, but it would be unsafe 
to make the salary of a member of Congress 
a measure of the commercial value of men. 
There are some Senators and Representatives 
who are worth much more than they get. 
There are others who are worth a great deal 
less. It would be easy to make out a list of 
the latter, but they would not like to see their 
names in print. 

If Mr. Candler were not sore still because 
the women beat him for reélection, and be- 
cause Chicago and not Boston or New York 
was chosen as the site for the Fair, he would 
submit a report which, instead of belittling and 
minimizing the Exposition, one which instead 
of grumbling that actually the enormous sum 
of $200,000 had been expended by the Federal 
Government, would have urged an additional 
appropriation to eke out the ridiculously small 
one already made. At least $5,000,000 more 
should be appropriated, two to go for prizes 
or premiums, two for the partial payment of 
the cost of transporting the exhibits which 
are to come here from all parts of the world, 
and one for the decent entertainment of the 
representatives of foreign Governments and 
other distinguished visitors. 

This is what Congress should do; but Mr. 

Candler takes the ground that the poor, 
struggling United States cannot appropriate 
more than two and a third cents per head for 
the Fair, and that all the rest of the expense 
must fall on the broad shoulders of the City 
of Chicago. Sixty-one million people are to 
do next to nothing and a little over a million 
are to do it all. If Congress is to take the 
same position and 1s to go to all the pains it 
can to show that the Nation has nothing to do 
with a celebration which will be of infinite 
benefit to it, then the best thing for Chicago 
to do will be to say, Take back your Fair. 
“If you can find any other city which will take 
it on such contemptible terms let it have it. 
„Chicago does not want it.“ 


THE VEW YORK OPERATIC WAR. 

The operatic rumpus in New York is ridicu- 
lous. The Wagnerites and anti-Wagnerites 
are flying in each other’s faces. The papers 
are filled with communications arguing the 
respective claims of Italian and German op- 
eras. In their editorial columns learned ar- 
gumehts and disquisitions, mingled with scur- 
rilous abuse and billingsgate epithets, represent 
the ideas of the factions. All this whirlwind 
in the operatic world is occasioned by the ac- 
tion of a majority 6f the stockholders of the 
Metropolitan Opera-House who have decided 
te give up German opera, temporarily at 
least, and go back to Italian opera. The Ger-

The only mystery is why the stockholders 
should keep on losing money every year by in- 
vestments in opera when opera of no kind 
will pay in that city; but, as they pay the 
money, they have the right ‘to take their 
choice. The sensible course would be to 


drop it altogether and leave it to Chicago and 


other cities where it does pay. 


THE BROBST-GUNSAULUS IMBROGLIO.* 

It is matter for public congratulation that 
the speck of war in the Presbyterian and Con- 
gregational camps has disappeared and that a 
settlement of the dispute between Brothers 
Brobst and Gunsaulus has been made by the 
recession of the former from his position and 
his decision to hold his services in some other 
place than the Music-Hall. This is wise. There 
are plenty of places for holding meetings in 
this great city. The field is white for the har- 
vest in all three divisions. Brother Brobst can 
pitch his tent anywhere from Puliman to Lake 
View and find plenty of sinners. Halsted 
street or the Levee, Dearborn avenue or Prai- 
rie avenue, wherever he may locate he will 
have a large congregation, if he has the ability 
to attract it. It certainly is better than to 
camp on the trail of Brother Gunsaulus and 
try to occupy ground already preémpted. 

While the immediate cause of trouble is re- 
moved it isto be feared that bitterness and 
heartburning remain behind. Hard names 
have been called right out in meeting, there 
have been displays of bad temper, and in the 
respective followings there have been Guelph 
and Ghibelline outbreaks, leading up to the 
dangerous use of carnal weapons, after the 
manner of the children of the world. All 
this is to be deprecated. The Good Book says 
that the brethren should dwell together in 
unity, for it is good and pleasant, like the 
precious oil that ran down Aaron’s beard, and 
like the dew of Hermon. James admonishes 
his brethren to be swift to hear, slow to speak, 
and slow to wrath. Paul, the great apostle, is 
constantly reminding the brethren to esteem 
each other highly in love for their works’ sake, 
and to be at peace among themselves. We 
commend these principles to Brothers Brobst 
and Gunsaulus. They are both young, push- 
ing, and aggressive, They have capacity for 
work and great possibilities before them for 
good, but these possibilities will ‘be marred 
and the sinners will mock if, like Montague 
and Capulet, they scowl at each other 
and bite their thumbs as they pass by. Let 
them consider this matter thoughtfully and 
prayerfully and resolve to pull together in the 
good work. Let them forget the recent as- 
perities, recall hard words, and prosecute their 
work with the common object of the public 
good. There is room enough and to spare. 
The city would not be crowded if every min- 
ister in it were to follow their example and 
make an onslaught en masse upon the hosts 
of sin. 

Brother Brobst should recall the experiences 
of Brother Moody. When the latter enlisted 
in the war against sin he did not huat for 
music-halls or auditoriums, big organs or 
professional choirs. He took Brother Sankey 
along, and they went right in where the «jn 
was and dealt their stoutest blows. On the 
streets and in the alleys, round the saloons 
and in the slums, down among the poor and 
the miserable they began their work. They 
went out in the highways and the byways and 
compelled them to come m. Brother Moody 
followed no one. He struck out for, himself. 
And he sueceeded. He never had hard words 
except for the Devil. Let Brothers Brobst ana 
Gunsaulus salute each other with the holy 
kiss and make up. They will be all the better 
prepared for their great work. 

THE DEMOCRACY OF JACKSON AND OF 
CLEVELAND. 

The New York Sun is about the sole sur- 
vival from that period when there were 
Democratic leaders and influential Demo- 
cratic papers teaching the doctrine of the 
protection of American industry.

The right to 
adjust these duties with a view to the encourage- 
ment of domestic branches of industry is so com- 
pletely identical with that power that it is diffi- 
cult to suppose the existence of the one without 
the other. The States have delegated their whole 
authority over-imports to the General Govern- 
ment without limitation or restriction, saving the 
very inconsiderable reservation respecting their 
inspection laws. This authority having thus en- 
tirely passed from the States the right to exercise 
it for the purpose of protection does not exist in 


them; and, consequently, if it be not possessed 
by the General Government it must be extinct. 


Our political system would thus present the 
anomaly of a people stripped of the right to fos- 
ter their own industry, and to counteract the 
most selfish and destructive policy that might be 
adopted by foreign nauons. This surely cannot 
be the case; this indispensable power thus sur- 
rendered by the States must be within the au- 
thority on the subject expressly delegated to Con- 
gress. 

In this conclusion I am confirmed as well by the 
opinions of Washington, Jefferson, Madison, and 
Monroe, who have each repeatedly recommended 
the exercise of this right under the Constitution, 
as by the uniform of , the con-

EUROPE FROSTBOUND. 

The bitterly cold wave reported this week as 
sweeping over Europe is but an intensification 
of the low temperatures that have prevailed 
there for several weeks past. While the peo- 
ple ot the United States have experienced 
what is thus far a third mild winter, broken 
‘only by the big snow-storm at the East three 
weeks ago and a moderate fall of the mercury 
in the West, the whole of Europe has suffered 
from unusual cold and is now at the mercy of

don cut off because of bursting pipes, 
the rivers in France and England frozen 
over, a wholesale destruction of wines 
in the subterranean caves 


and privation, especially to the poorer classes, 
by a wholesale suspension of interior busi- 
ness, while foreign commerce is cut off by an 
ice blockade in each of the principal harbors. 
The whole forms a picture of misery on 80 
vast a scale that the most vivid imagination 
fails to realize it other than by comparing it 
to the suffering entailed by a general European 
war. 

In reality the weather on that Continent is 
not much worse than is often experienced in 
winter in the same latitudes in the United 
States. Italy and France are about as far 
from the equator as is Northern Illinois, and 
the British Islands lie directly east of the in- 
hospitable shores of Labrador. But the tem- 
peratures of Europe, especially its western 
portions, are much elevated by the influence 
of the Gulf Stream. A glance at the isother- 
mal map shows that the line of mean winter 
temperature at Chicago dips to about the 
latitude of 70° off the Russian coast and then 
passes southeastward into Asia, while Spain 
and Italy lie nearly on the line that runs 
through Northern Florida. Roughly speaking 
the present winter in Europe is about such as 
would be produced by transferring the con- 
tinent bodily 10° towards the North Pole, or 
by leaving it in its present position and com- 
pletely abolishing the influence of the Gulf 
Stream. 

It may be of interest to glance at the conse- 
quences of such a change in conditions being 
permanent. Supposing that by some cosmic 
cause unknown to us the climate in that part 
of the world were made about equal to that of 
corresponding latitudes on the eastern half of 
the American continent. It would almost de- 
populate Great Britain, Holland, Belgium, 
and the northern half of Germany, starve out 
ali the Scandinavians, force half the popula- 
tion of sunny France to emigrate, and much 
reduce those of Spain, Italy, and Austria. The 
people would be forced to leave as fast as pos- 
sible because the land would no longer supply 
their food wants. The fruits would disappear 
and the summer heats be found insufficient to 


‘mature the grain and roots which now form 


most of the sustenance of the millions. They 
could not earn enough otherwise to enable 
them to buy a sdfficiency of food from other 
countries, and must either emigrate or die of 
starvation as sweeping in its ravages as was 
the Black Death that raged there in the mid- 
dle of the fourteenth century. Undoubtedly 
many millions of the poor wretches would die 
for lack of food, the facilities for carrying 
them to warmer climes not being sufficient to 
prevent such a calamity. 

Europe now contains. nearly 350,000,000 
human beings. Not more than half of these 
could stay, and a third part of the rest would 
die off for lack of sustenance. At least 100,- 
000,000 would have to migrate. Whither 
would they go? Where could the poor, frozen- 
out wretches find shelter? A large number, 
though a small percentage of the whole, would 
be carried in ships to far-off lands in America 
and Australia, and they would swarm over 
this continent from every port all the way 
from the St. Lawrence to the Amazon. An- 
other portion would travel by sea to Western 
Africa and the Indies, but by far the greater 
number would be unable to command these 
long voyages. There would be left for the 
multitudes the choice between swarming 
across the narrow waterways that sep- 
arate Spain from Africa and Constantinople 
from Asia, and a toilsome march around the 
northern shores of the Black Sea, thence south- 
ward into the warmer climes of Africa and 
Southern Asia. On the latter continent they 
would occupy all the fertile areas south to the 
borders of India and eastward till met by the 
countless hordes of China, while the other 
would be redeemed from barbarism and per- 
haps become in reality the garden of the 
world.

temporary injunction was sought to restrain | 


them from using the Pullman vestibules on 
the Wagner cars. The application was denied 


in a long decision. 

The Pullman com filed a bill based on 
the same patent st the Wagner company, 
President Webb, and the, Boston and Albany 
railroad in the United States Circuit Court for 
the First District of Massacht In Octo- 
ber last Judge Colt decided in * case that 
the Wagner company Webb were infring- 
ing the Pullman sol id .vestibule patent and 
enjoined them from s doing. Thus it became 
unnecessary to apply for an injunction against 
them in the present suit, the restraining order 
entered by Judge Colt holding good through- 
out the States. 

Prior to this, however, Judges Gresham and 
Blodgett heard a case between the sleeping 
car companies in regard to a patent involving 
about the same imprdvement, issued Nov. 15, 
1887, to Henry H. Sessions, which is controlled 
by the Pullman company. In that suit it was 
held that the Sessions patent was valid and 
that the Wagner people were infringing, and 
they were enjoined. Although the Sessions 
patent case was injected in the litigation be- 
fore Judge Colt, the latter Gisregarded the 
decision delivered by Judges Gresham and 
Blodgett sustaining the patent. In regard to 
that matter the two Judges say: 

Under the well-established rule of comity the 
decree in the Boston case entitles the complain- 
ant to the injunction prayed for, unless the court 
which rendered gave a construction 
to the Sessions patent at variance with this 
court’s construc In other words, if the opin- 
ion of this court cannot be reconciled with the 
later opinion of the Circuit Judge in the Boston 
suit the complainant is entitled to nothing here 
on the ground of comity. 

The chief feature of the invention, said the 
court, consisted in the loose or pivotal con- 
nection between the care, allowing motions 
and restraint of motion while the cars oscil- 
late on a fixed center and turn curves. The 
Sessions patent was sustained on the ground 
that the equalizing mechanism was capable of 
keeping the frame plates in frictional contact 
on sharp curves, and was not anticipated by 
prior patents, because their buffing plates were 
not kept in such contact and could not there- 
fore at all times oppose the tendency of the 
cars to sway laterally.
